Ms book: And thp' the Works of Mr £hdkefpear 
may recm to- many not to'want a CHtnineiit, yet I 

fanfyfijine litile account of; the man himftlf may- 
riot be thnugjit improper to gr> along with them. 

Hu was the Cm of Mr. jahn Shikefpetir^ aiid . 
was born at Stratford upon Avoh^ in ^artvieipire,. 
in -^/'r.7 I j6<). iriis family, as appears by the Re- 
grlter and piiblick Writings relating to that ToWtt, 
were of good figure 'and fafJiion there, and arc 
incniion'9 as gentlemen. His father, who was a 
coijfidetable dealer in wool, hadfo large a family, 
ttn children in all, thatiho' he was his eldeii fi>n,. 
he could give him no better education than his 
own employment. He had bred him, 'lis IrUe, 
i(M (iiinc time at a Free-fchool, where 'tis pioba- 
ble he acqoir'd what L/^Hn he was maflcrof; But 
the uarrownefs of his circumllanccs, and the want 
of his ainilance at home, forc'd his father to with- 
Uiaw him from thence, and unhappily prevented 
his further proficiency in that language. It is with- 
oijt controverfy, that in his works we fcarce find 
any traces of any ibir^ that looks like an imita- 
tion of the Ancients- The delicacy of his lafle, and 
the natural bent of his own great Gewus (equal, 
if not fuperior to fome of the heft of theirs) would 
certainly have led hira to read and (lady 'em with 
fo much pleafure, that fome of iheir fine images - 
would narorally have infinuatcd themfeives into, 
and been mix'd wiih his Own sittings; fo that his 
noic:'pytng at Icart fomething from ihem, may be . 
an arg'inieiit of his never having lead 'cm. Whe- 
tiier his ignorance of the Ancients were a djfid- 
vaniage lo him or no, mayadmitof adirpijte: For 
tho' the knowledge of 'em might have made him 
11 ore corrcdl, yet it is not improbable but th^t the 
rc^uU-irity anA dtference for them, which' would 
l:aic ai(ur,d(.d thrt corrtdners, m'gb't haycrcltrain'd ,

«[tratfagaricc which we admire in Shakejfear: And 
I belitve wc are berter pleas'd with thole thoughts, 
aliogelbcr new and uncommon, which hfs own 
imagination itipplfd him lb abandaiitjy with, than 
if "he had giveu ut the mofi beautiful paflages Out 
Of the Gretk and Latin poets, and that in the moft 
agreeable manner that it was poUlble for a mailer 
of the E-ngUp language to deliver 'em. 

Upon his leaving fchool, he feems to hnve 
given intirtty Into that way of living which hii fa- 
ther propos'd to him ; and in order to fettle in the 
wotldafterafamily manner, he ibouj^ht fit to mar- 
ry while he was yet vtty young: His wife was the ' 
dai;ghttr of one Utttbaw-y, laid to have been a 
fubUanttal yeoinnn iu the neighbourhood o( Sirat- 
ferd. In this kind of fetileinent he cont'nued Por 
fome time, 'till an eitravagaiKe that he was guilty 
of iorc'd iiim both out of his country and that w ay 
of living which he had tal<en up; andthu' itfeem'd 
«t firft to bea btemilh apon his good manners, and 
a misfortune to him, yet it aficrwarfis happily . 
prov'd the occafion of cscrting one of the greatefl 
Cr»/«/'/ that cvtr was known in diamatick Poetry. 
He had, by a mi^fo^tune common enough to young 
fellows, fallen into ill company; and amongtt 
Ihem, fome that made a frcquecit pradtice of Deer- 
flealing, engag'd him with them more than once 
in robbing a Park that belong'd to Sh TiomasLvcy 
of CherUciit, near StrmjoTd. For tliis he was' pro- ; 
fecuted by that gentleman, as he thought, fome- 
what too feverely; and in order to,revenge that 
i)l uf^ge, he made a ballad upon him. And tho* 
this, probably the firii elTay of his Poetry, be loff, 
yet it is faid to have been fo very bitter, that it re- 
. ooubled the piofecution againll him to that degree, 
that he was obllg'd to leave his bu(in«& and hinitly 
ta U'arw'ck^irt^ fpt fome time, and flielter himfelf 
IB Liitdaa, 
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SMie Jecoutt cf the Lifi^ &?. 
It is .at this time, and npon this accKknt, that he 
Is £iid to have made his firft flcqaaintance in the 
J'tay-hoQfe. He wis Tcceiv'd into the Cntnpanf 
then ill being, at &r(l in a very ^ mean ranli; but 
his admirable wit, and [he natural turn of it tothft 
iUjje, ftton diftingnift'd him, if not as an'eiitraor<- 
diiiary A^Qr, yet as an excelkat Writer, Hts 
name is piinted, as the cuflom was in chofe timef* 
ainongft thofe of the ©t her Players, before Ibinc old 
Plays, but without anypatticalar account of w!h« 
fort of parts he osM to play ; and tho' I have Jti- 
quir'd, 1 could never meet with any further acconnl 
■ of him this way, than that the top of bis perfor- 
niance was the ghod in his own Hamlet, 1 {honld 
have been much more pteas'd, to have leatn'd 
from fomc certain authority, .which was thefirft 
Play he wrote; * it would be without doubt r 
pleaforetn any man, carious in things of this kind^ 
tu fee and know what wa? the fitfl cflay of a fancy 
like Shake/pear's. Perhaps we are.DOt to ^aok iuc 
his btginiHiijts, liltc thofe of other authors, amonfT 
their teult per^Q writoin ; att had fo litil^, aita 
nature fo lar^je a (hare m what he did, that, fw 
ought I know, the perforoMBices of his youth, «s 
ihey were the moil vigiirous, and had the moft fire 
and lUeogth of imaj^ination in 'cHi, were the beft. 
I would aot be thoug*w by this to mean, that hit 
fancy was fo loofe snd ezcMVagant. us to be itide- 
pendent on the rule and goveiiunent of jadgmenr; 
but that what he thought, was tommonly (ogieat, 
fo juHly tad rij^bfly conceiv'd in it felfj that tt 
\ranted Iktie or uo (X)iceQien, and was isuncdt- 
atdjr-

. What particular habitude or triendihips he con-. 

'. ttafle^ wiih private men, 1 have not been ableit> 
learn, more than that tvcty one who had a ime 
tafte of merit, and could difliiifjuifh mtn, had ge- 
nerally a jull value an*i eftcem for hiin. His ex- 
ceeding candor and good-natore moft certainly 
have incVn'd all the gtmlcr part of the world to- 
love htm, as the povwer of his wit oblig'd ihe men 
of the moO delicate knowledge and politeleaioing 
to admire Iw'm. 

His acquaintaace with Bt» yehufeit began vhh 
a remarkable piece of humanity and good-nature; 
Mr. JahKfon, who was at that time altogether un- 
known to the world, had offcr'd one ol his Plays 
tq the Playets, in' order to have it afled ; and ihe' 
pertbns ijito whofc hands it was put, after having 
lurn'd it cartkfly and fupercilioufly ovt-r, v?crc . 
jull upon reiurning it to him with sn,'ili-03iur'd 
anfwcr, that it. would be of uq fervlce :to:iheir 
Cpmpany; when Shakfffear luckily G;'ft.his eye 
upon it, and found fomething lb wdl in it a» tO' 
ef>gagehim EtA to lead it through, and afterwards- 
to, recommend Mt. "Jobufan and his writings, to 
the^publick. Joh'ufon was certainly a very good 
Icholar, andinthaciiadibcadvamageof Wtf^fJ^Mri 
tho' at the fame time, \ believe it muft be allow'd,, 
that what Nature gave the latter, ivus niore th:in-ti' 
balance for what 6ooks htid given tlie foiiner;; 
and the judgment of a great man upon- tliis occa- 
f]o,awa$, 1 ihinic, very jufl a»d proper, hi acoii^ 
verfaiioii between Sir |?oAn Sucktifg, Sir If'ill'am- 
C^JveH.iMt,,E»iiymii>H Porter, Mf. l/^fS of ■Eaton,.

His pleafurable wit, and good- 
nature, ei^agM him in the scqawRtance, urd «B'* 
titled Jiim lo tlic friendihipof the gentlemen aftfi« 
neighbourhood. Ainongfl them, it is afttwyal- 
mofl Dill remf tnber'd in that cotintry, chn iK hdd 
aparticalar intimicy with Mr. Cevibe, an old jjea- 
tlcman noted ihereab<jms for his wealth and uftry ; 
lihappen'd, that in a pleafant coiiTerfation aitieii^ 
their common friends, Mr. Comie told Sbakeffear 
in a kughing manner, that he fanfy'd he imendctl- 
to write his £pitaph, if he happcA'd to oui-Kve 
himi and lince he could not know what migftt 
be faid of him when he was dead, he defir'd it 
might bcdoneknmcdiaiely: Upon wbktt •Sfait«> 
ffear gave Kim ihefe four verfij.

Ai I have not proposM to my felf to enter inM 
atarge and compleat Criticifm upon Shaktfbear'i 
Works, fo I will only taKe the liberty, with all 
due fabmitlion to the judgment of others, to ob- 
ficrve'fijtne of thore things I hare been pleas'd wttti 
ta looking hfm over. 

His Plays are properly to be diClinguifh'd only 
into Comedies and Tragedies. ' Thole which arc 
called Hiftories, and even foirie of his Comeiiies^ 
are really Tragedies, with a run or mixture of 
Comedy amongft 'em. That way of Trage-co- 
medy w;is the common miftake of that age, and 
is indeed become ft> agreeable to the Englijb tafte^ 
that tho* the fevcrer Criifcs among us cannot bear 
it, yet the generality of oar audiences feem to be 
bftter pleas'd with it than with an tiaS Tragedy^ 
The Merry H'ivei of 14'iidfor, the Comtdy of £1-- 
nri, and tie T'amtKg of the Shrew, are all pure 
Comedy; the reft, however they are call'd, have 
ibmethmg of both kinds. 'Tis not very ealj (ty 
determine- whfch way of writing he was inoft 
cxctHent in. There is certainly a great deal of, 
cnrettainmcorin his coinicaf huiBoorsi and tho'' 
they did not then Hrike at all raii!ts of people, as 
tfw Satire of the prelent age has taken the Liberm , 
la do, yet there is a pleaiing and a well-diltin- ' 
gnilh'd variety in thofe charaflers which he thought_ 
(ft- to meddle with. Faljiaff' U allowr'd by every' 
body to be a mafler-piece; the CharaiSer is al- 
\Tays well fuft:iii»M, tho' drawti out into the. ' 
leiijrth of three Plays i and even the account of, 
>its death, given by his old landlady Mrs. Quieklyy 
in the firft aSt of Henry V, tho' it be eiCremely ' 
natural, is yet as dtvcrimg as any part of his lite. 
If there be any fault in the draught he has made 
i)f this lewd o!d1«rtiJW,' it is, tliat' tb;' he has.

juft proportion lo'ihe lights, it is not that the Ar-, 
»iii wanted either colours or skill in the difpolition 
of 'em; but the truth, I believe, might he, that he : 
fbibore doing it out of regard to Queen EUtt^ethy
